The Convention of Southeérn Unionists.
From the Tribune.

The call for the Convention of Bouthern
Unionists, to be held at Philndelphia in Septem-
bor, is the momt fmportant polibical movement
in the Bouth since the close of the war. Of
Southern loyalists we have heard much; now,
we hope, we ave to know more. This should be
a trumpet-call to the Union men of the Sonth.
Never had they s nobler opportunity to proclaim
their principles, Their protests against Seces-
sion were useless, and during the Rebellion they
were too wosk to effect much good. Bub now

their influence is of immeasurable importance;
they are, to the arm{ ol Ireedom, & reiptorce-
ment which may be like the troops of Blucher at
Waterloo. We anticipate for them no speedy
victory in the South; they can have no hope of
carrylng a single State that rebelled; but toe
reform thoy have begun musl, in the end, be &
revolution.

Buf though the Bouth will reject this Conven-
tion, it Is certain 10 have aa imwmediate and
great effect upon the North, Those who lought
and voted againsgt the Roebellion cannot fall to
gee that the signers of this call are the picked
men of the South. They are not ol those con-
quered Rebels, who come back like the prodigal
gsn: bat. uniike him, repent not of their sins,
Thomghout the war they were the only friends
of the Government, except the negroes, All
that they could do to avert the Reuellion they
did; they warned the South of ils error, and
when troason irlumphed, did nol plead State
allegisnce as an excose for joining its ranks.
Pemsecuted as they were, they never ylelded,
Can the n];uesls of such men be disregarded by
the North ¥ Can it be dounted that they, above
all others, have the right to speak for the loyal
people of the Bouth?

eall emphatically sustains the general
policy of Congress, and denies the wild and fatal
theory that “‘the rights ol the citizen must be
left to the States alone, and under such regula-
tions us the respective Slates choose voluntarily
to presoribe.” “'With Rebels in the foreground,”
it adds, “controlling Southern legislation, and
embiutered by disappointment in their schemes
to deatroy the Union, there will be na s fety for
the loyal element in the Soush.” Their reliance
is fjnow upon Congress, and therefore they
urge the importauce of bringing tue loval men
of the Bouth into conjuuction with the crue
friends of republican government in the North.
The eall ls not fully siened, bul the names
already obiained ought to have weight with the
North. There is W. B. Stokes, member ot Con-
gress elect trom Tennessee, a probable candidate
jor Governor, and a friend of impartial suffrage;
Gov. Hawilton, of Texas, one of the few Southern
@overnors who have not uttempted to ealvanize
armed rebellion into political detiance; George
W. Paschal and Lorenzo SLerwood, persecuted
Unionists; Judge Underwood, a radical Aboli-
tionist of [he worst or best type: Burham Ward-

well, of Virginia, who for his devotion to the
Union was m&r soned in Balisbury and Castle
Thunder; J. W, Hunnicutt, editor ol the JNew

South, the loyal journal of Richmond, and others
whose loyalty has been proven, not by late re-
pentance, but b{ unbroken fidelity. The con-
vention will be, in ghort, an indorsement of the
policy of Congress by the only men in the South
whose poiitical opinions deserve the slightest
respect,

Southern Delegates to the Philadelphia
Convention.

Fyom the World.

MIf, as now appears probable, the Soutbhern
States shall conclude to send delegates to the
Philadelphia Convention, cun they do betier
than to send their entire Congressional delega-
tions straight throagh, including Benstors and
Bepresentatives? These will constitute hall the

delogates called for in the circular, The other
half can be made up from other prominent and
representative men.,

ne of the principal benefits which the eoun-
try will derive from that convention, it judi-
ciously managed, will be the knowledge it will
gain in an authentic and indisputable shape of
the temper of the Seuthern people and the ele-
ments which they will contribute to the Paderal
legislation and legisinture. The most authentic
showing which can be given will be that which
comes irom the men whom the Southern States
have sent to represent them in Congress, and
whom the radicals have shut out of Congress,
They will be the best, the most qualified repre-
sentatives and exponents of all that the country
most nee ds and desires to know.

Extraordinary Financial Legislation of

Congress.
From the Herald.

The legislation of Congress on financinl mat.
ters I8 most stupid and reckless. We did not
expect that the majority ol members, who ure
mere local politicians or plain uneducated
countrymen, would be able to grasp the im-
pertant and complicated question of national
finance in all its bearings; but we did hope
there was sufficient inlelligence snd influence
In Qongress to save the country from such dis-
graceful legislation as we are witnessing, It
appears, however, we are disappointed; there
are no statesmen in that body, at least none with
sufficient influence to be heard, Bad as the
present stato of things is with regard to our
finances, the revenue lawe, and the tarif, we
bave settled down to that, and would rather
endure the evils we have, until we ecan elect an
abler and better Congress, than suffer the conse-
quences of the ignorant and eorrupt legisiation
to which we are subject,

There gre two measures upon which Congress
has been spending & grest deal of time, and
which, under the circumstances, had better not
have been touched. We allude to the Internal
Revenue bill and the Tarif bill, The first passed
both Houses of Congress, and has been belore
the Prestdent several days waating his action;
the second passed the House of Representatives
on Tuesday last, by & vote of ninely-four veas
to filty-three nuys, and now awalls the action of
the Benate,

The chavges made in the old Revenue and
Tariff bills, or the amendments as they are
called, pnder the torm of new bills, are profes-
mdlh with a view ot reducing the income of
the Covernment and lessening the burdens of
the people, but they will have no soch effeet,
On the contrary, we are persuaded that these
burdens will be increased. By carefully look-
wi aover the changes made, we sca that what is
taken off or reduced in some things, is put on
or added 1o others; and generally this is done
#0 88 to make it more oppressive to the produe-

ing classes—to the working people, to the
real agricultural interests of the country, and

n favor of certain sectlons and manufaciurers,
For example, there are cortaln reductions or
changes in the Internal Revenue bill that may
reduce the incoms a trifling amount. but in
such & manner that hardly any one will feel the
bonefit; while on the other hand, the direot
taxes, which are most felt, are retalned, and
other taxes are added whieh will be more than
equivalent to thoss taken off, The new tax on
coiton alone, with auything like & full crop,
will yield fifty millions of dollars a year; but
with only two millions of bales 1t will yield
from twenty-five to thirty millione. This i
what our lators call réducing the Internsal
revenue, ¢ do not propose to enlarge here
upon this Infemous ¢cotton tax—this tax on
sgrienltural productions—on & peopls unrepre
seuted bowed to the earth with poverty
snd diffioultics, nor on ite expensive and cum-
brous machinery, whioh places the planter at
the meércy of ea &ls, speculators, aud in-
foraal revenue o We only mention it to

sbow that the interual revenue ia being. in-
erensed rather than reduced,

It is the same with regard to (he Tariff bill, as
may b8 seen by relerrine lo & fable in yes-
terdny's Herald showing the increase of tarid
over the old law in many sriicles LOat oome
Into common use. On ladies’ dress goods,

woollens, bun!ing, shawls, worsted and cotton
demnsks, 1upestry and Brussels carpets, linen
poods, burlaps, canvas padding, brown holland,
ete., there is an average of about lorty to fiity

er cent, increased duty. This 2 what onr
cgisiutors call a reduction ol taxation and
burdeus. By snalyzing the whole bill it will be
seen that the inereasod duty will exceed the re-
duction, taking one thing with another, Butour
saplent Congressmen and interssied protection:
Ists sy (s will act a8 a probibition to inaports,
and thus reduce our reveuue aud keep our gold
at bome, T'his is & most tidiculous assumption.
Every one knows that while the Anerican people
bave mopey—and leoking at the amount of
currency alfoat, and the resources ot the coun:
try, there is po ferr they will waat it—they will
buy loreign goods, It the imports shoula be
reduced somewhat by this high tariff, the u-
creased duty will swell the revenue to its present
or to & larger amount, Instead of reducing the
revenve from imports, It i more likely to in-
grease it,

The guestions arise, then, who pay for this,
and who protit by it? There Is no neceasity for
such a revenue; we have more now than we
need. Indeed, 1t 18 & fruittul source of corrup:
tion. The working people, tne \WWedtarn Inrmers,
the Southern plenters, and all the industrial
clusses ol the country are taxed—not to support
the Government, for the Government does not
necd it, 8% we have shown-—but to inorease the
profits of » few manutneturers and iran snd eoul
cupitalists in Now Englund and Pennsyivania,
It is the most invidious, partlal, and ivfamous

country.

What can be done to arrest such ruinous
mensures ! The President may be able to do it
He muy do [t in the first instancy by veloing
thege billa: and he may make this the important
fnsue betore the country in the coming elections,
Shoula he make a bold staud against the
present eystem of legislation, ana Iny betore the
couniry cleurly und foreibly the whole financial
lugislation of this corrupt and weak Congreas he
will produce s revolution in the public mind. Now

on which he can touch the popular heart. The
financial question must become the parsmonnt
one, Let Mr, Johnson muke the issue at onoce,
and save himselt and the country st the same
time,

Hungary.
From the Times,

We distrust the report of o contemplated
attempt av revolution 1 Hungary, The tele
gram contslning it is made to appear to come
from Viennd, and that fuel ought to put the
render on his gauard sacwinst placing too much
confidence in ita truth, No authority is named,
no source from whence it smunated, by which
fts truth or falsity might bs measured, With the
present rigid censorsh:p and control exercised
by the Austrian Governmewn® over the telegraph
and the press, in all matiers even remotely con-
nected with the war and military intelligence, 1t
is not probable that such & telegram ghould or

could have been ireely sentirom Viennato Cork,
It probably came Irom eisewhera, and from n
source where hostlity w Austria {)ro:upmd
ihe wish to be “‘tather to the thought."
Moreover, the Hungarians are not a set of
impracticables. They are as well informed
upon &ll oceurrences of importance, and can
a5 well caloulute the necessary means requaired
to mccomplish an end, and the extent of the
probable obstacles to be overcome, as any other
sensible people. Francie Deak, the acknow-
ledged leader of the Liperal party, is & man of
strong practical common sense, He possesses
less of that pessionate eloguence that diatine
guished Kossuth in his day, but he has in him
all those elements that make a statesman great
and useful fo bis people. In him at present the
lopes of all Hungerians are centered, and he
will not lead them into an cntm;f:rmu that must
prove disastrous to their cause. They know that
Rusein has councentrated a large nrmg on the
Galielan frontier, and understand the object for
whiech this was done. They know that Russia
cannot permit the fires of revolution to be
relighted 1n Hungary, for her own selfproten-
tion demands that she should use every avail-
able meavs to prevent the insurrectionary spint
from spreading northward into Poland and upon
her own so0il. The Russian Minister at Paris is
enid to have remarked that although Austris,
on & certain occusion {mf-amnﬁ. no doubt, the
Crimean war), bad astonished the world by her
ingratutude, Russia would now set an example
of generosity. And it is now knmown that in
answer to & demand by the Prussian Governs
ment for explanations as to the object of the
concentration of troops on the frontier of Gali-
cin, Prince Gortschakoff replied that although
the Ozar would not interfere in the Austro-
Prussian confliet, yer should certain events take

lace through the revolutionary element, a

ugsian somy would at once enter Hungary,

The hunearians cannot be expected to be
ignorant of this attitude of their powerlul neigh-
bor in the north, and hence we do not believe
that they at present contemplate such mad
designs as sre atiributed 1o them in the telegram
referred to. It is only the complete prostration
and consequent dismemberment of the Austrian
Empire that promises any chance to a success-
ful attempt at Hungarian independence. When
that time shall Lave come, and the different
provinces now united under Austria must gra-
vitate in the direction in which the attraction of
their nationslity will propel them, in fact, when
the time of a general upheaval and reforming
of the present polincal divisions of Evrope shail
have arrived, then *‘Hungary for the Huonga-
risns” will not only be possible, but probable,

The eoncluding parsuraph ol the telegram,
that “the Croatisn districts on the Adriatic bave
besn declared in a state of siege,” we lake to be
a measnre of “‘military necessity,"” An invasion
by the Italians i1s apprehended all wloug the
Adriatic coast line of Austria, and this region
ar & means of better defense has been vut under
military law. Not the coast dastricts wlonae, but
the whole of Croatia and of Hungary would
1o-day be in “a slate of siege,” the Diet dis-
solved and all civil government abol'shed, wera
any serjous spprehensions felt of an uutbrvak,
such ns this telegram speaks of.

We hope and wish for a free, eonstitutional,
independent Hungary, lust us fervenily as we
hope and wish for a free, united, independent
Italy, Bt we cannot bring vurselves to believe
that the Hungexinns could now succeed in se
curing this boon with the whole power of Russia
ready 10 prevent them; nor can we believe that
the Hungarisns are not sharp-witted enough to
percetve this, Were they to attempt such a
move now, they might measurably eripple the
Austrian power of resistance to Prossia; but, by
bringing Russia upon their necks, they would be
losers themaelves,
